There is a schedule of just 
what mail has to go at a certain time and a careful check is kept to 
seo that it gets started at that time.

before it leaves the mailing room.

town, and awakened to the realization that-they 
were taking part in the latest chapter of its his- 
tory. 
Other pageants, hastily scrambled together, 


or lacking competent direction, havo helped to 
link the word pageant in many minds with crude, 
uninteresting efforts.

Weather Forecasts For Jan- 


uary Are Hitting the 


Bull's Eye 


- The storm periods and cold waves occurring: 
thus far in January are according to forecasts as 
listed in the Hicks' Weather Book. 
' 
There .are five storm period forecasts for the 


month of January and the fulfillment of these sci- 


- 
entific predictions are interesting to follow.

On the 13th the 
Pacific coast was shaken up according to news- 
paper -reports. Still further quakes were predict- 
ed for 'from the 18th to about the 24th.' On the 
23rd provinces of Mexico were shaken ' up with 
great damage to life and property. Other weath- 
-^er predictions for the month-were verified with_a 


degree of •accuracy of about 90 per cent. It seems 
almost ftnpossible for people generally to get be- 
yond the idea which supposes that these predic- 
tions of earthquakes or of weather generally, are 
not 'guess-work.' It seems natural, to suppose 
that if vre' base them upon any scientific facts, 
surely the weather bureau at.Washington would 
also know of such basis and use it accordingly. 
But the fact that we do predict earthquakes for. 
'within certain hours of certain dates' and that we 


. are correct in nine cases of every ten, should be 


good evidence that we have sources of knowledge" 


( that the weather bureau has not, or will not gain 


and use." 


The storm periods for January as figured by the 


Solar System and listed in the Hicks' Weather

Fourth storm period, regular, runs through the 


ISth to the 21st, inclusive. .Normal winter weath-

'with sleet possible east of the Mississippi Valley. 


Fifth storm period, reactionary, runs through 


the 24th, 25th and 26th with possibilities for the 
23rd and 27th. Considerable stormy weather in- 
dicated for this period. Cold rains southward, wet, 


, snow and sleet northward.. If barometer runs 


low, look for a 'January Thaw' in many parts of 
the"country. A sixth storm period runs from the 
last two days of this month over into February.- 


Earthquakes are likely from the 7th to the 10th, 


the real crisis touching the 9th, also the 23rd and 
24th.
